That means that pick- 
ing, packing and shipping 
will have to be hurried during 
the coming months, in order 
to reach the target of 4% m 
boxes. 


How much the heavy rains 
and the hail have damaged 
rige fruit is not yet known. 
In many cases spots caused. 
by hail heal after a few weeks 
of good weather. But coztrol 
of quality has to be stringent 
during the season. so that the 
fruit will arrive abroad in a 
satisfactory condition. Some 
normally good groves have 
already reported 50 per cent 
“brara” — nos-exportable 
fruit. 


Hoped-for Price 

It is hoped to reach a price 
of £1/10/- “f.o.b.” per box 
during the current season 
Last season the price was 
about 28 shillings. Prices are 
influenced in twe ways by 
inflation abroad. 

On the one hand, there is 
a possibility of getting higher 
prices as the general lieve! 
rises. On the other hand, if 
wages do not rise parallel! 
with prices, the fruit, often 
considered a “luxury,” might 
not be bought. We may be 
forced to bring down pro- 
duction costs to a level where 
the average English worker 
can afford to buy our fruit. 

With the price at 30 shil- 
lings a box, only the costs of 
picking, packing and trans- 
port is covered. This is due 
in part to the differences in 
currency and to the high cost 
of transport and labour, Last 
year five shillings were added 
to cover the help given by 
the driver in loading and un- 
loading cases. This year the 
drivers do not take part in 
this work, but their pay re- 
mains the same. In ny

U.S. Support 


The United States Embassy 
here has been at pains to point 
out that officially it has no con- 
tact whatsoever with General 
Li Mi, and there is no reason 
to doubt this statement. There 
is quite sufficient evidence, 
however, to show that an in- 
dependent American agency 
js helping Kuomintang troops 
and material through Thai- 
land to Burma, a ranoeuvre 
for which, in present Asian 
circumstances, foolhardy is 
a temperate word. 


When Eritish subjects were 
discovered, some two years 
ago, aiding Karen rebels, His 
Majesty's Government. did 
everything diplomatically pos- 
sible to stop them, and the 
Burmese argue that in the 
present circumstances: Wash- 
ington should act at least as 
, Strongly. The trouble would 
appear to be in Bangkok. 
American Embassy officials 
here undoubtedly consider 
themselves let down by their 
colleagues in_ Thailand.

CAPE TOWN — 
LLLIONS of Sout). African 

* Netives face a. grave 
shortage of their staple diet, 
maitre (‘or “méalies” as it is 
known in the Union) if the 
present devastating drought 
continues in the main produc- 
tion centres in the Transvaal 
and Orange Free State. Thou- 
Sands of tarmers in sore cen- 
tres sec their last hope. of 
planting maize this season 
evaporating. in the Nyistrom 
area of the Orange Free State 
farmers are faced with the 
worst drought in living memo- 
ry. Daity farmers in that area 
are without grazing for the re- 
maining summer months, and 
have no means of producing 
fedder for their herds. 

Mealie farmers in the great 
“maize triangle” of the West- 
ern Transvaa!, North Western 
Free State and Central Free 
State have huge areas of 
dying crops and thousands of 
starving animals on their 
hands, 


Exports Cul 


Exports of maize will be cut 
to a minimum, if any is sent 
out of the country. at all. The 
Mealie Board has-not soid 
maize for export since Octe- 
ber, and that was maize from 
the 1949-50 e¢rop. 

Not only‘is the acreage sown 
likely tobe: the lowest for 
years, but other crops such as 
sunflowers and ground nuts 
have already flowered for the 
first time in such scorching 
sun -that their yield wil! be 
considerably reduced.

Soil Conservation in the. 
meslie triangle said: “Our 
mealie position. is critical. 
The acreage under maize will 
be’ wery drastically cut this 
season, even if last-minute 
rains come before it is too 
Of the mealies sown during 
the early rains we shall ha 
to write off fifty per cent.” 
Two and a half months of 
ceaseless sunshine have wreak- 
ed havoc in these areas, which 
are still suffering from the 


effects of. last year’s drought. . 


Sixty-three areas have now 
been declared drought- 
stricken by the Division 
of Soil Conservation. Farmers 
are turning their cattle into 
their ruined mealie lands in 
an effort to recover something 
from the devastated crpps. 


Hardships Forecast | 
The. maize crop will fall 
considerably short-of the na- 
tional minimum requirement 
of 24.000,000 bags. Maize is 
the principal food of the 
Union's 8,000,000 Africans, es- 
pecially in the reserves and 
the country...areas...In~ the 
towns, where the African in- 
come level is higher, meat and 
other vegetable foods are eaten, 
sometimes as a complement- 
ary diet.

Mayor's Victory 

With a rapidly growing po- 
pulation and rising costs, bud- 
getary cuts are impossible. The 
Government's own financial! po- 
sition is none too bright and 
no additional grants to 
Jerusalem are possible. The 
only way to achieve municipal 
solvency is to increase the re- 
venue from municipal taxation. 
It is on this point that the 
Mayor has won his greatest 
victory. By threatening to re- 
sign, he forced the coalition to 
accept his budgetary proposais. 


The resignation of the Mayor 
of Jerusalem might have had 
international repercussions at 
an inopportune moment, As a 
new political conflict in the ca- 
pital would have been most un- 
welcome at this time, Mapsai’s 
opposition to increased munici- 
pal taxation in Jerusalem was 
called off in deference to the 
jiarger issue. 


Although the delay in intro- 
ducing the new taxes has been 
most unfortunate, the increased 
revenue will help stabilize the 
municipality's position next 
year. The income ‘rom the 
business tax will be quadrupled 
(from IL.30,000 to IL.120,000 a 
year — and this may he made 
retroactive to April, 1951). The 
revenue from the entertain- 
ment fees will be doubled (from 
IL..70,000 to '1L.140,000 a year; 
even then, the rate will only 
be the same as that in Tel 
Aviv and Haifa). But the total 
increase of I1..160,000 a year 
will still not bridge the gap be- 
tween current revenue and cur- 
rent expenditure, quite apart 
from the repayment of debts 
and the provision of money for 
essential public works. Hence 
it is imperative to introduce 
the proposed .10 per cent addi- 
tion to the inceme tax for the 
“benefit of local authorities. 
This would probably give the 
city of Jerusalem a further 
IL..230,000 a year.
